E GERMAN REFERENDUM 

Germany's first national referendum 
under the republican constitution proved 
that the German people are fully capable 
of governing themselves. The issue was 
forced by the Socialists and Communists, 
who insisted that the whole people should 
decide whether the personal property of 
the former rulers should be confiscated by 
the government. The rejection of the con- 
fiscation proposal was not a victory for the 
monarchist party; it was a victory for s0- 
clal justice. 

The members of the Hohenzollern family 
are not popular with the mass of people in 
Germany; and it was not out of sympathy 
for the former Emperor or any members 
of his family that the proposal was reject- 
ed. As the campaign progressed it became 
evident that the Socialist and Communist 
goal was not merely expropriating the 
property of the former rulers; it was. to 
establish a precedent for the expropriation 
of all private property in Germany. 

As far as law and equity were concerned 
the title to the property in question was 
vested in the members of the Hohenzollern 
family and of the ruling families of the 
other German states outside Prussia. The 


rulers was a right of the people, but that 
to deprive them of their personal belong- 
ings would be to commit a flagrant injus- 


im | tice. 


Security of property would have been 
shaken if the German people had started 
on a policy of robbing individuals in the 
name of the state. That is what was done in 
Russia; and with the object lesson of Rus- 
sia in its present straits before them the 
German people declined to permit passion 
to dominate justice. 

While nearly 15,000,000 votes were cast 
for confiscation, it must be remembered 
that 25,000,000 electors either voted against 
the proposal or refrained from voting. Un- 
der the constitution a majority of the qual- 
ified electors must vote in favor of a meas- 
ure before it becomes a law. 

It is possible that the heedless members 
of the monarchist party will seek to make 
‘this suecess a pretext for more monarchist 
propaganda. But they will be apt to find 
that the result was a rebuke to Socialism 
and Communism in the name of representa. 
tive government, not in the name of mon- 
archist principles, 

The German people are slowly regaining 
the respect of the outside world that they 


lowing their monarchist leaders. They 
have preserved their constitution from at- 
tacks alike of monarchists and Communists: 
they have accepted the conditions imposed 
on them by the Versailles Treaty and, ac- 
cording to the latest reports, they are 
meeting the payments in money and kind 
stipulated in the Dawes agreement. 

But Germany has a long road to travel 
before it will regain the commercial and 
industrial influence ſt lost through the war. 
It will require at least two generations to 
restare the wealth that was destroyed. It

Another autocratic European voice has 
been raised against democracy. It is that 
of Premier De Rivera of Spain, who agrees 
with Mussolini that “liberty is a very pret- 
ty principle, but is no longer sufficiently 
effective as a rule of conduct for a na- 
tion and must be replaced by the principle 
of authority.” De Rivera clinches this ar- 
gument to his own satisfaction by adding: 
The influence of what is called pub- . 
lic opinion on the acts of government 
must be strictly limited—that is to say, 
the masses must not direct the govern- 
ment, but the government must lead 
the masses. | 
This is a frank utterance and reveals 
the spirit of dictatorship everywhere vis- 
ible in European affairs. 
Viewing with dismay the rise of the dic- 
tator, or strong man, as a governing force 
that imperils the peace of Europe, Sir 
Philip Gibbs in a cabled article to the New 
York Herald-Tribune says that “the dan- 
gerous idea of dictatorship is spreading 
and is a sad blow to democracy.” Sir 
Philip says that a dictatorship, either from 
the left or right, has replaced the parlia- 
mentary system in many European nations. 
Russia, Italy, Greece, Spain and Turkey 
led this movement against popular repre- 
sentation and are governed either by one- 
man rule or despotism by committee. 
According to Sir Philip, this reaction is

largely the fault of democracy, for by aban- 
doning its own ideals after the great war 


it permitted force to win. Emil Lengel 
and Wilbur Forrest, writers who also have | 
been closely observing the tendency of the 
times in Furope, refer to Pilsudski, leader 
of the Polish revolution, who now rules | 
Poland with a dummy President, as the 
latest example of dictatorship as opposed 
to a pariiamentarianism, but feebly upheld 
by a citizenry which has surrendered its 
rights to military force. Mr. Forrest. goes 
so far as to say that the craze for dic 
tatorship threatens to create a new mael- 
strom in Europe. But Pilsudski's rule prob- 
ably will be as brief as that of most dic- 
tators. If freedom shrieked when Koscius- 
ko fell would it even raise a faint murmur 
if Pilsudski should share that fate? 

In Italy we see despotism from the right, 
and in Russia from the left. There is no 
liberty in Russia, no freedom of speech, 
ideas or labor. In Italy there is no free- 
dom of speech, press or parliament. No- 
body is allowed to speak openly in public 
places without danger of imprisonment if 
his utterances are opposed to Mussolini. 
In Hungary Bela Kuhn's dictatorship up- 
held by the military is held to be neces- 
sary to prevent anarchy. In Turkey the 
rule of Kemal was forced upon the people 
for a similar reason. 

But why be pessimistic over this tem- 
porary state of affairs? A dictator like 
Mussolini may strut and bully and brow- 
beat those under him, but had he not been 
in the saddle during the chaotic state of 
things in Italy after the war the anarchists 
would have run amuck through that coun- 
In many a case a dictator is expe- 
diency personified. He may be good or 
bad. If good, like Cincinnatus or Fabius, 
history will glorify him. 
cover him with ignominy. But, good or bad, 
the dictator and his acts merely fill a gap 
in national annals. He and his deeds are 
but a passing show. The war, or rather its 
reactions, gave a temporary check to de- 
mocracy. But who doubts its ultimate tri- 
umph? Civilization is bound to be pro- 
gressive. Even now Europeans look to 
America as the most glorious example of 
political rule to be found anywhere—the 
sovereignty of citizenship. 

It will all come back-—the spirit that 
yearns for the privilege of naming its own 
leaders—the dominant spirit that makes 
men free. And the despondent subject of
